Sec. 4. Provides that it shall be 
unlawful for any common carrier 
subject t> the provisions of this act 
to charge or receive apy greater 
compensation-in the aggregate for 
the transportation of passengers or 
of like kind of property, under sub- 
stantially similar circumstances 
and conditions, fora shorter thau 
for a longer distance over the same 
line, in the same direction, the 
shorter being includel within the 
longer distance; but this shall not 
be construed as authorizing any 
common carrier within the terms 
of this act to charge and receive as 
great compensation for a shorter as 
fur a longer distance: Provided 
however, that upon application to 
the commission appointed under 
the provisions of this act,such com- 
mon carrier may, in special cases, 
after investigation by the commis- 
sion, be authorized to charge less 
for longer than for shorter distances 
for the transportation of passengers 
or property; and the commission 
may from time to time prescribe 
the extent to which such desig- 
nated common carrier may be re- 
lieved from the operation of this 
section of this act. 

Sec. 5 prohibits pooling; secs. 8, 
9 and 10 provide for punishing vio- 
lations by a fine of $5,009. Sees. 11 
to 17 provide for a commission of 
five ata salary of $7,500 for each 
member and a secretary at $3,500 
ayear. The rest provide for pub- 
lic reports and for an appropriaciou 
of $100,000 to carry it out. The bill 
is in many respects an excellent 
one and in others it will bring un- 
expected hardship in many places 
and to many industries. It will be 
better for Nevada than almost any 
other State in the Union unless 
the commission let up on the Pa- 
cific roads and permit them to 
charge through rates and back 
freights.

Mexican War Pension Bill. 
WASHINGTON, January 18. 

The House yesterday agreed by a 
vote of 243 to 5, to the Senate’s amend-| 
meat to the Mexican war veterans 
pension bill, which now only requires 
the signature of the President to be- 
come a law. Ii provides that a pension 
of $8 per month shall be paid to ali 
surviving officers and enlisted men, 
inclu ing mariners, militia and vol- 
unteers of the military and naval ser- 
vices of the United States, who being 
only enlisted, actually served 60 days 
with thearmy or navy of the Uuited 
States in Mexico, or on the coasts or 
frontiers thereof, or enroute thereto 
in the war with that nation, or were 
actually engaged in battle in said war 
and were honorably discharged; and 
to such officers and soldiers and sail- 
ors as may have been personally 
named in any resolution of Congress 
for any special service in said war, 
and the surviving widows of such 
officers and enlisted men; provided 
that such widows have not remarried, 
and provided that every such officer, 
enlisted man or widow who is or may 
become 62 years ofage, or whois or 
may become subject toany disability 
or dependency equivalen: to the same 
cause prescribed or recognized by the 
pension laws of the United States as a 
sufficient reason for the allowance of a 
pension, shall be entitled to the bene- 
fits of this act. But it shall not be held 
to include any person not within the 
rule of age or disability or dependency 
herein defined or who incurred such 
disability while in any maoner volun- 
tarily engaged in aiding or abetting 
the late rebellion against the autbor- 
ity of the United States. Section 4716 
of the Revised Statutes is repealed so 
far asitrelated tothis act, or to the 
pensioners under this act. 


FOREICN DISPATCHES 


War Preparations — Accidentally 

Stabbed. 

VIENNA, January 18, 
The government continues to hasten 
its preparations for war. Orders have 
been issued instructing the Red Cross 
Society to revise the staffs of the hos- 
pitals under its mavagement to their 
full strength, and to quadruple the 
number of beds in those institutions. 
Large contracts bave been made for 
provisions, deliverable to the War 
Department in March. The railway 
officials who were recently summoned 
to Vienna to consult with the govern- 
ment respecting the transportation of 
troops in the event of the mobilization 
of the army, have just reported that 
the preparations then decided upon 
have been completed. 
The whole editions of two newspa- 
pers in this city were confiscated yes- 
terday because they contained detailed 
accounts of government military prep- 
arations. The Censor, however, did 
not touch the Deutsehe Zeitung, which 
announces a mobilizing experiment 
with one brigade, and says that a 
strategetic railway from Dembicia, 
Galicia, to Nadbarzzie, on the frontier, 
will be hastily completed.

The bill will empower the 
Crown, in ceriain cases, to summon 
special jurors, and, if necessary, 
change the venue. It willalso confer 
on the magistrates, power to deal 
summarily in cases of persons ar- 
rested for inciting conspiracy, intimi- 
dation and boycotting, punishment 
for which offenses shall not exceed six 
months’ imprisunment. The bill, 
which has already been approved by 


the Cabinet, will be made applicable 
to the whole Kingdom.

County School Board. 

The county school Superintend- 
ent has age oe Orvis Ring and 
Rey. G. M. Spencer on the Board 
of Examiners. Ata meeting of the 
Board the fol.owing rules were 
adopted: 

1. The regular session of the 
Board for examinations will be held 
in the last week in June. 

2. Nospecial examinations will 
be granted unless the applicant can 
show a positive engagement to be- 
gin teaching at once in this county. 

3. All examinations will be con- 
ducted in writing unless directed 
otherwise by unanimous consent of 
the Board, and in the presence of 
one or more of its members. 

4. Full credits will be given only 
when the answer is such as to con- 
vince the Board that the applicant 
understands the principle involved. 

5. The Board reserves the right 
to reject all papers in which there 
is evidence of collusion or fraud. 

6. Each paper must be finished 
at one sitting, and no applicant will 
be allowed to leave the room except 
by permission of the member of the 
Board in charge. 

7. No application for a certificate 
w.ll be entertained, unles: the ap- 
.plicant shows sat sfactory evidence 
of good moral character, and that 
he is free from any mental or phys- 
ical defects which would be detri- 
meutal to his efficiency asa teacher, 
and that he is at least 18 years of 
age. 

8. No second grade certificate 
will be renewed except by unani- 
mous consent of the Board, and 
no first grade certificate will be re- 
newed uuless the applicant has 
been engaged in continuous teachb- 
ing. 

9. Ungraded schools are regarded 
by law as unclassified, and require 
the services of a teacher who holds 
a valid first grade certificate issued 
ia this county. 

According to this law it hecomes 
necessary for trustees to decide 
whether their schools shall be con- 
sidered as ungraded or only as pri- 
mary. A second grade certificate 
only entitles the holder to teach a 
primary school.
